D a sta rd ly M urder o f an A m erica n C iti­ 
zen by M exican s. 
Ei, P aso, July 15th.—A c-uld-blooded 
m urder of an American citizen took place 
yesterday at a point thirty m iles below 
raso del Norte, a place called Tres Jacales. 
The m urder was perpetrated under the 
eyes of a Mexican magistrate, and, it is 
said, by bis direction and consent. On 
July 5tli Gregoird Beserra, who lives op­ 
posite Tres Jacales, on American territory, 
and is a American citizen, was celebrating 
the national holiday by giving a dance in 
the evening. The ball w ent along nicely 
until ¡t late hour, when a Mexican Con­ 
stable witli a posse of four or five attend­ 
ants, arrived and demanded a tax from 
Beserra. The latter told him he was an 
American citizen, on Am erican soil, and 
refused to pay. The posse then broke up 
the dance and ill-used Beserra's wife and 
children. One of the assailants, Antonio 
Garcia, 
even 
threatened 
to 
kill him 
if he found him on the M exican side. 
A 
few days ago Beserra was obliged to cross 
the river to get some horses. 
W hile he 
n as riding along the Mexican magistrate 
and the man who hud threatened him 
(Antonio Garcia) ordered 
him to stop. 
This he did reluctantly, because he re­ 
membered the threat. No sooner had he 
stopped than Garcia asked 
the Judge, 
“ Shall I kill him ?" 
On receiving an af­ 
firmative answer, he shot Beserra through 
the body, and then brought him to jail, 
when his brother succeeded, by strong en­ 
treaties, in taking him out to die. The 
Mexicans have m ade no arrest. The case 
has been subm itted to the American Con­ 
sul at Paso del Norte, who says be will 
press it to the bitter end. 


C on d ition ot tlie H op M ark et. 


N ew Y o r k . July 15th.—The World's spe­ 
cial of the 14th says: The Press to-day 
publishes reports froru various sections of 
the hop-producing regions of central New 
York and says : 
The reports all agree that 
lice and honey dew have committed irre­ 
parable damage to the vines. 
W aterville, 
which is known as the Kent of America, 
will yield less than half the crop of last year. 
Some growers have their last year’s "crop 
still on hand, and taking into consideration 
the poor outlook for this year, they will hold 
for higher prices. 
A grower of Brookfield, 
Madison county, who had seventy acres ot 
hops, has had them entirely destroyed by 
lice. The general opinion prevails that the 
hops of 1885 will seil for from 30 to 10 
.cents during the next few weeks. The 
growers are in great despair, as m any have 
the largest part of their farms under hop 
culture. 


C lev ela n d 's U n n ecessa ry T ro u b le. 
W ash in gton , July 15th.—General B. F. 
Butler, in speaking of the subject of the

W a s h in g t o n , July loth.—This was* an 
latterly " w a s h ” day in the Senate, 
llo-ir 
after hour the wrangle over the river ami 
harbor bill went on, and at adjournm ent 
the end seemed no nearer than last night. 
The fact is the bill has grown to be such 
an elephant on their hands that Senators 
do not know w hat to do with it. 
McMil­ 
lan, Chairm an of the Committee on Com­ 
merce, moved to strike out alt after the en­ 
acting clause, anti to substitute for it a bill 
eU m inatisg the objectionable features and 
sealing down the rest 25 per cent. This 
new hill was born at a protracted meeting 
of the coram ttee last night to try and find 
a way out of the woods. Edm unds, in his 
freezing way, tantalized McMillan intil the 
latter was h alf crazy. 
H e wanted to 
know why, it the committee thought 
if it improved the bill to cut it 25 per cent., 
it would not improve it still more to take 
off another 25' j>er cent. 
H e demanded 
consideration of the bill, item by item . 
Regarding an item that Itad been stricken 
out, he said that the committee had recom­ 
m ended it in a former bill, and he would 
like to know w hether the com m ittee was 
mistaken then or now. 
McMillan, in a 
sadly Mustered condition, tried to explain 
a harbor item , saying that vessels coaid 
now enter" draw ing fifteen feet of water. 
Referring to the record, Edm unds said that 
harbor bad fourteen feet, and he would like 
to ask him whether that harbor had been 
dredged a foot deeper since the Senator read 
his statement, and if the bill should be 
postponed for a week more would the 
depth of water be increased sixteen to sev 
enteen feet? Edm unds kept this up until 
the Chairman ot the committee ftiite lost 
his head. 
The whole m atter has degener­ 
ated into a broad farce.

He lias lately been engaged 
in some correspondence with the K nights 
of Labor looking in that direction, which 
will probably be given to the public before 
long. On Butler’s part it is substantially a 
bid for the w orkingm en’s vote.

m em ber of tbe Central Labor Union said 
yesterday : “ B utler would be of more use 
to us here in New York than he would be 
in Congress. 
If the old man would con­ 
sent to stand for Mayor, even Tam m any 
would indorse him ."

A l b a n y , Ju ly 15th.—Secretary M anning 
has surprised bis friends by his vigor and 
keen interest in public affairs since bis re­ 
turn home. 
He rem arked yesterday that

The Union de­ 
clined to accede, and to-day the publishers 
asked that a Committee of A rbitration be 
appointed to settle the m atter, as was done 
in W ashington, Chicago and M ilwaukee. 
The Union refused to settle by arbitration, 
and the publishers also refuse to pay the 
advance, hut have not yet decided as to 
what action they will take.

C o l u m b ia (S. C.), July 15th.—Em m a 
Connolly, one week ago last Sunday, en­ 
tered H unter Chapel at Midway, in Barn- 
xvell county, and shot dead John Steedly. 
She then surrendered herself to the authori­ 
ties, but was not placed in jail. She gave 
as the reason for her action that he had 
slaudered her. Both persons were of good 
families. She was indicted Tuesday by the 
Grand Ju ry and was tried vesterdav. The 
verdict was not guilty. 
It is the first tim e 
a lady has ever Been tried for m urder in 
South Carolina. 
The evidence against her 
was overwhelming. The ju ry recognized 
that a m urder had been committed, but 
held that the woman should have a right 
to defend her good name.

Consternation reigns suprem e in Sabinos. 
Many of the inhabitants are tleeiug, some 
m aking for Texas. The m ilitary of Con- 
builaliajie have been notified that a raid is 
expected daily. 
A special from New Laredo says: Colonel 
Charles W inslow . United States Consul at 
Guerrero, arrived here yesterday. 
He 
reports that the insurgents in that sec­ 
tion arc gaining strength, and will m ake 
a junction with the revolutionists now 
scattered over the districts bordering on 
the lower Rio Grande. 
In this uprising 
the hands of the Government can be seen. 
There is no doubt that before two m onths 
Tantanlipas will be under m ilitary rule. 
The civil Governor, Conalis, lias been de­ 
posed and a m ilitary Governor appointed 
from tbe City of Mexico. 
A Galveston special from Loredo sa y s: 
For several days past there 
has 
been 
rum ors of serious trouble along the Mexi­ 
can border on the Rio Grande. To-day 
affairs assumed a grave attitude. 
Iii lies 
have been purchase'! w ith which to arm a 
volunteer com pany of Nuevo Laredo to as­ 
sist in the defense of that eitv. 
Later 
reports received to-night represent that a 
state of alarm exists, and that a serious 
conflict will occur \<ef een tboG overnraeiit 
forces and. the revolutionists. The Cus­ 
tom-house in Neuvo Laredo would prove . 
the richest prize that could be captured by 
any party of revolutionists on the northern 
border of Mexico. 


H O STILITIES BEGUN. 
St. Lout*, Ju ly 15th.—A special from 
Matamoros, Mexico, says that yesterday a 
train on the M atamoras and M onterey 
railroad was attacked 
by revolutionists 
at Capote station. 
Over fifty passengers 
were 
on the train, among

The passengers were robbed of all their 
arms, but it is not stated w hether any of 
them were hurt. Colonel Cavazos, w ith a 
force of cavalry, was at Capote yesterday, 
and it is ihonght that be has liad a fight 
w ith the revolutionists.

New Y 'o r k , July 15th.—The <?>„,, ¡crcial 
linlhtin says editorially: The fact that 
H err K rupp has contracted to supply China 
wit It 4.5(H) tons of t ails at a price", including 
freight, twenty-five shiliings below' the 
lowest English oiler, is attracting more at­ 
tention as a commercial transaction than 
in our judgm ent it really deserves. The 
German Governm ent just now is resorting 
to every artifice and every expedient to ob­ 
tain a foothold in the Fiowery Kingdom 
w ith an eve to future business, 
in pursu­ 
ance of that policy. Bismarck would have 
no objections to make the Cbinanten a 
present outright of these 1,500 tons of steel 
rails, provided he could somehow get tbe 
advantage of John Bull. 
The transaction, 
if it has really taken place, m ay be con­ 
tem plated as quite a clever piece "of diplo­ 
matic strategy. 
W hat the Chinese intend 
to do with these rails is a m atter for con­ 
jecture. 
If they have purchased tlieu) 
w ith a vie»’ of comm encing a system of 
railw ay construction, the fac. is a fiat con­ 
tradiction of the 
recent and officially 
avowed purpose of the Governm ent to do 
nothing of the kind. 
A Berlin private cablegram states that 
German agents for the construction of the 
proposed Chinese railroads has obtained 
the K rupp contract for 1.5(H) tons of rail­ 
road iron by pledging themselves that the 
German banks would introduce gold and 
silver currency, and that the adoption of 
the double standard would precede all the 
m ore elaborate transactions w ith Germany.

THE PRESIDENT TO 0FFICE-H0LDESS. 


The President’s warning to subordinates 
in the Government departments, and to all 
office-holders under Federal employment, 
is timely and precisely what he should 
have said. 
It amounts to this practically: 
“ You are the employes of the people of 
the United States, not of any political 
party. Your time and energy- is due to the 
Government, not to party. 
You have no 
right to so use your offices to advance the 
interests of either or any party, for you 
are not employes of any political organiza­ 
tion. 
It is therefore improper for you to 
use vour position to compass your election 
to political conventions. 
Because you 
hold office by the consideration of party 
friends, the office does not therefore belong 
to them, nor has the fact that you fill it 
conferred on you the right to dictate the 
political action of the party under which 
you have been favored with official posi­ 
tion. You are not, by reason of filling an 
office, disfranchised, but your political 
privileges are not enlarged by the fact of 
your being a Government employe. 
Such 
sentiments as these are in consonance with 
civil service reform, and reflect those enun­ 
ciated by- President I laves as far as they go. 
They are sensible, simple truths, and it is 
simply impossible to gainsay them. Office- 
holding is honorable; it ought to be 
esteemed a testimonial of a man's worth, 
ability and discretion. 
It never did and 
never ean rightly give the custodian of of­ 
fice the right to dictate to party or to voters. 
The time has gone by forever when the 
“ Federal Brigade ” can !>e summoned to 
answer the roll-call of the political boss. 
The President has said well to the men in 
office. But lie should say even better to 
them on a cognate subject. 
If we were to 
outline his unwritten message to supple­ 
ment that officially published on the 14th 
inst., it would run somewhat in this wise : 


“ You are a Federal office-holder. As 
such you have reposed in you important 
trusts. 
You were invested with authority 
and station because you could serve the 
whole people well, not because of your 
past service for a political party. 
As a 
trustee for your fellow-eitizens you have 
your rights, and one of these Ls to be free 
from and independent of political dicta­ 
tion. 
No man has a right to demand that 
you favor him because he is of the partv 
under the administration of which you 
serve. 
No man has a right as a party man 
to annoy you, for you are an officer of the 
people, or to demand from you, as the 
price of your office, any money whatever. 
\ ou may contribute of your own free will 
to political purposes, just as may any citi­ 
zen. but no levy upon you for a share of 
your salary is justifiable, or will he tol­ 
erated. 
It will lie your duty to report to 
me any such cases, through the head of 
vour 
department. 
Political 
blackmail 
shall not he levied upon you. 
I’olitical 
bosses shall not dictate to you, political 
threats oí loas of position shall not make 
you timid.” 
So long as they are faithful, 
true and constant the positions of subordi­ 
nates are assured them, until such time as 
the demand of the public service requires 
changes to he made. Such an address 
would also be in line with civil service 
reform, and a fitting accompaniment to 
that first mentioned. 


TWO MEN 


“ Once upon a tim e” General Grant 
found out that lie had made a mistake in 
vetoing a pension bill. The veto could 
not he withdrawn. 
Wliat was to be done. 
Grant found a way, having the will; he 
sent a message to Congress advising it to 
pass the bill over his veto, and it did. 
Grover Cleveland lias made a mistake; 
Congress waits, and waits in vain for him 
to say so and advise the passage of the 
Teller pension hill over his veto. 
But he 
does not so advise. 
Herein is exemplified 
the difference between a man who in his 
modesty did not know that he was groat, 
and one who in his self importance makes 
tiie mistake of thinking lie is great. C. 
AY. Teller was a soldier of the Union. Oue 
evening at roll call he was missing. 
His 
Captain marked him down on the roster 
“ Deserter.” 
So the reeord of infamy went 
up to the AYar Department at AYashing- 
ton. 
Poor Teller was no more heard of for 
a long time. 
But one day when the war 
was'over it was discovered that Teller had 
been taken prisoner by some outlying 
picket guards, had been taken to Ander- 
sonville prison pen, and there starved to 
death. 
Ilis widow some time ago applied 
for a pension, hut the record “ deserter” 
stared her in the face and bluffed her at 
everv turn. 
Red tape tied its scarlet coils 
about the widow’s case, and then she 
turned to Congress. 
A committee investi­ 
gated, found the proofs to lie clear of Tel­ 
ler's eapture and death, and recommended 
the pension. 
Both houses unanimously 
passed the bill of relief. Grover Cleveland 
vetoed it, and wrote that “ the records 
show the man was a deserter.’ 
T he con­ 


ven (.ran t and Cleveland is a 
one. 


G e o r o e H e a e s t , w ho so misrepresents 
this people in the Senate of the l'nited 
States, and who owes his ability to do 
damage to the 
State to the unlucky 
thought of Governor George Stoneman, 
deserves and w ill receive the execration of 
the people of the Sacramento valley and 
of all right-thinking people in the State 
who have even the minimum of informa­ 
tion concerning the navigable condition of 
the rivers of California. George llearst’s 
action is simply unaccountable. 
It Ls not 
possible that he took a fee—he has no 
need to do that. T hat he is ignorant, all 
know, but even his density in that respect 
must he sensible to the fact th at the chief 
river of the State is being rapidly de­ 
stroyed. 
Mr. Ingalls’ ignorance of the 
facts can lie pardoned—that of H earst’s, 
never.

Do 
this people propose to sit still and let the 
chuckling Hearst congratulate himself on 
his victory over them, or will they speak 
out and do something towards upholding 
the hands of Stanford, McKenna, Mark­ 
ham, Felton, Morrow- and Louttit? And 
what they do needs to he done speedily. 


G o v e r n o r R u sk, of AYisconsin, is a can­ 
didate for re-election. 
He is a Republi­

S ax F ra n c isc o , Ju ly 15th.—Everything 
moved quietly and sm oothly on the North 
Beach and M ission and the City Com­ 
pany's railroad to-day. 
The cars were run 
at regular intervals, and no m olestations 
were offered them . 
T he general opinion 
was, however, that it was the calm before 
the storm, which was to break in the even­ 
ing. 
The North Beach and Mission peo­ 
ple, anticipating trouble, ordered all cars 
in for the evening shortly after five o’clock. 
.Soon after dark a 
crowd 
commenced 
to gather on th at portion of the City 
Com pany’s lines on Mission street, be­ 
tween Fourth and Sixth. 
T he crowd 
was rapidly augm ented until in a short 
tim e it was estim ated that there were fully 
5,000 m en in the vicinity. As the cars 
passed along 
they 
were saluted with 
showers of stones and other missiles. The 
mob soon become more demonstrative, and 
proceeded to put scantling across the track, 
which was, 
how ever, removed by the 
police. Threa cars, two coming from the 
ferry, and the other from the opposite di­ 
rection, had their horses unhitched and 
windows broken, the drivers being forced 
to flee to save themselves from injury. Oue 
of the cars was also upset across the 
track. The police, finding themselves un­ 
able to cope with the crowd, sent for rein­ 
forcements, w hich were speedily furnished. 
The policemen thc-n advanced on the crowd, 
m aking Liberal use of their clubs. The 
crowd gradually dispersed, and the district 
resumed its norm al appearance. Squads of 
policemen were stationed at each corner to 
prevent a regathering of the crowd. 
Four 
rioters were placed under arrest. A num ber 
of slight ii^uries have been reported, but 
no one is thought to have been seriously 
i n j u r e d . ____________________ 


THE 
AMERICAN 
RIVER 
CUT. 


T hose W ho L ost P ro p e rty hy It^X ave No 
C hance to R ecover. 
The Suprem e Court has rendered a deci­ 
sion in the case of Green & T rainor vs. The 
State of California, adversely to plaintiffs, 
and thus destroying the last chance they 
had to recover for damage done their prop­ 
erty in consequence of the changing of the 
outlet of the American liver in 1802 by the 
Sacram ento Levee Commissioners. In con­ 
sequence of this change in the m outh of 
the stream , not only Green & Trainor. but 
several other owners of property in Yolo 
county, above the town of AVashington, 
were very seriously injured financially, 
and at different times and in different style 
of action they have endeavored to get re­ 
compense. Finally an Act of the Legis­ 
lature was passed, authorizing them to sue 
the State, and their suit under it has also 
come to naught. The decision referred to 
is as follow s: 
“ The action was brought under the Act 
of M arch 12,1885, authorizing the plaintiffs 
*o institute an action against the State of 
California 
* 3 3 
for damages which 
m ay be alleged to have been caused by the 
destruction of their property by reason of 
a canal which was cut by the order and di­ 
rection of the Levee Commissioners, divert­ 
ing the waters of the American river into 
the Sacram ento river, under and by virtue 
of the authority conferred upon them by 
an Act of the Legislature of said State, en­ 
titled 1 An A ct concerning the construction 
and repair of levees in Sacram ento county 
and th e mode of raising revenue therefor 
approved April 9, 1802.’ 
(Stats. 1885, p. 
107.1 
" The sole purpose of the Act is to per­ 
m it an action against the State, anil to 
regulate to some extent the proceedings in 
such action. 
Respondent contends that 
the Act of M arch 12, 1885, is unconstitu­ 
tional and void. 
But we do not find it 
necessary to pass on the question of its 
constitutionality. 
“ Assum ing the Act to be valid, the de­ 
m urrer, on the ground th at the ‘ cause of 
action ’ arose more than 
tho statutory 
period of lim itation before this action was 
brought, should have been overruled. The 
plaintiff had no capacity or right to sue 
the State until the enactm ent of March, 
18S5. 
" I t is adm itted that the Act of April, 
1802, is a valid Act. 
It was so decided in 
Green vs. Swift (47 Cal. 530). If not valid, 
for any reason, it would have constituted 
no defense for the defendants in Green vs. 
Swift. Anil if the damages sustained by 
the work done by or under the direction of 
the Levee Commissioners arose from the 
taking of private property (w ithin the 
m eaning of the constitutional provision 
which prohibits such taking w ithout com­ 
pensation) tbe Act of 1SG2 and the work 
done by the Levee Commissioners in ac­ 
cordance w ith the Act would have consti­ 
tuted no defense in Green vs. Swift. 
But 
in that case the Court held that the injuries 
done to the plaintiff’s therein (plaintiffs 
herein! being a destruction of property of 
a like character to that alleged in this com­ 
plaint, was not a taking of property en­ 
titling the plaintiffs to recover compensa­ 
tion : but that any such alleged injury was 
dam ntm absque injuria, and it was there 
held that the Act of 1802 furnishes a suf­ 
ficient defense to the defendants—the Levee 
Commissioners and contractors, it is there­ 
fore a defense for the State. 
" I f the questions had not been deter­ 
mined by the highest judicial tribunal ex­ 
isting under the form er Constitution (and 
(he canal had been dug after the adoption 
of the present Constitution) we m ight hold, 
in view of the language of the present Con­ 
stitution, that injury such as that alleged 
in the com plaint was a " dam age” to prop­ 
erty for which the plaintiffs were entitled 
to compensation. 
But the acts which 
caused the alleged injuries were done while 
the former Constitution was in force, and 
sim ilar injury caused by the sam e act was 
held by the Suprem e Court, created by that 
Constitution, not to be a ‘ ta k in g ’ within 
the m eaning of the clause thereof which 
prohibited a taking w ithout compensation. 
“ AYc have held iieretofore that, under 
such circumstances, we m ust consider a 
question stare decisis." 


THE D EBRIS ACT. 


D ecisión of tlie S u p rem e C o u rt on C laim s 
A g ain st tlie D ra in a g e F u n d 
On the 12th of June. 1883, I*. A. Miller 
filed in theSuperior Court of Sacram ento a 
com plaint praying th at an alternative writ 
of m andate issue, directing State Controller 
Dunn to issue his w arrant for $4,425 09, on 
claims against the State Drainage Con­ 
struction fund, for m aterial furnished and 
work done upon the levee prelecting the 
town of W ashington. The claims were 
audited and allowed by tbe State Board of 
Drainage Directors, in ’Dccember, 1880, the 
work having been done in pursuance of a 
contract made under the legislative Act of 
April 23. 1880, known as the Debris Act. to 
promote drainage. That Act was declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, and 
on March 10, 1885, the Legislature passed 
an Act to pay the indebtedness incurred 
under the former Act. Judge M cFarland 
ordered a writ to issue as prayed for. From 
this decision the Controller took an appeal, 
ar.d the Suprem e Court to-day, savs the 
Bulletin of last evening, reversed the judg­ 
m ent 
and rem anded the cause. 
The 
Court says th at it docs not appear that 
any moneys were collected under the Act 
of 1880, and the case is therefore treated 
as if the am ount was directed by tlie Act 
of 1885 to be paid out of the general 
fund of the State Treasury. 
The Constitu­ 
tion. Article IV.. Section' 32. declares that 
Legislature shall have no power “ to pay 
or to authorize the paym ent of any claim 
against the State or any county or m unici­ 
pality under any agreement or contract 
made w ithout express authority of law. 
and all snch unauthorized agreements or 
contracts shall be null and void.” 
The 
Act of 18S0 having been declared uncon­ 
stitutional. it was void, and any contract 
made in pursuance of it was void and the 
Legislature was prohibited from authoriz­ 
ing to be paid any claim under it. 
"AA’e 
do not }ierceive how the Legislature can 
authorize the paym ent of any 
m oney 
which it is prohibited from authorizing to 
be paid.” 
It appears as a m atter of fact that in pre­ 
senting the case to the Court, the attorney 
om itted to show that there is some $200,000 
in the drainage tund. 
H ad this been done 
the Court would have been called upon to 
pass upon the power of the Legislature to 
dispose of funds collected under the Act of 
1880 for drainage purposes. 
It is stated 
that the hank of D. O. Mills & Co.. the 
Bank of California and individuals hold 
claims against this fund to the am ount of 
tens of thousands of dollars.

J. Bryan, the new Postm aster, has for­ 
warded his official bond to W ashington. 
The am ount is $350,000, and the sureties 
qualifying in double the am ount are Jesse 
D. Carr, H enry Miller, of Lux A Miller, 
and AVilliam L). M atthews, the attorney. 
In the cases of Duane, N orthev and 
Creighton, alleged jury-btibers. Judge Freer 
iias decided the point raised by the defense 
that the panel of jurors was not legal, in 
favor of the State. T he cases were subse­ 
quently postponed until Monday, owing to 
the continued illness of Dotuie.' 
Preparations for the coming bench show 
are progressing favorably. Special nrizes 
are being contributed dailv. and it is ex­ 
pected th at in all there will be fully 100 
prizes to be competed for. 
Everything is

at the selection of John Davidson of M on­ 
roe. Mich., as judge. 
T he Executive Committee of the Califor­ 
nia Anti-Chinese Association has decided 
to call a State Convention, to m eet in San 
Francisco on September 13th, the Conven­ 
tion to be composed of two delegates from 
each public and secret Anti-Chinese League 
of tlie Association, two from each Assembly 
of tbe K nights of Labor in the State, and 
two from every outside labor organization. 
AYednesday A. J. M oldrup, superintend­ 
ent of tlie wood departm ent ot the Renton 
Coal Company, attem pted to jum p Irom 
his buggy in front of tlie office door, at tbe 
foot of Mission street, his foot caught in a 
strap and threw him to the ground, break­ 
ing his right leg above the knee.

S llckons in th e S en ate. 
¡San Francisco Call, July i 1th.] 
The am endm ent to the river and harbor 
appropriation hill to strike out certain lines 
directing the institution of legal pioceed- 
ings to prevent the working of m ining de­ 
bris into tlie Sacram ento river, lias been 
under discussion in tlie Senate. 
Senator 
Stanford contended for tlie provision in the 
original bill, requiring legal proceedings to 
be commenced against parties who persist 
in violating the law, but Senator H earst af­ 
forded another exam ple of the fatal facility 
with which he can get on the wrong side of 
a question affecting the State he so leebly 
misrepresents. 
Ingalls of K ansas opposed 
Mr. Stanford’s am endm ent on the ground 
th at the proposition to stop hydraulic m in ­ 
ing was an unprecedented invasion of p ri­ 
vate rights. A m an of Ingalls' intelligence 
would never have advanced such an argu­ 
ment if he had any adequate idea of tlie 
results of hydraulic m ining a-'conducted in 
this State. The proposition of Mr. Hearst 
to define hydraulic m ining appears to have 
been a trick hy w hich the law m ight be 
evaded. 
Breaking the earth down with 
w ater forcpd through pipes is not the fea­ 
ture of hydraulic m ining that is objection­ 
able. 
I t ’S tbe removal of the m ountain 
rangesupon the val leys and into the stream s 
by any process whatever .hat is objected to. 
It was reserved for Edm unds o f A'ermont 
to raise the astounding objection that Con­ 
gress has no pow rr to legislate to protect a 
navigable river. Mr. Stanford tried to malea 
the Vermont Senator understand that the 
bay of San Francisco was indirectly threat­ 
ened and that its ruin would follow the fill­ 
ing up of the river. The position of Mr. 
Edm unds can only be explained on the as­ 
sum ption that he does not consider the Sac­ 
ram ento river a navigable stream . The 
right of the Federal Governm ent to protect 
navigable stream s is unquestionable. 
E d­ 
m unds grew to m anhood between two low 
ranges of bills in Arerm ont. and lias never 
been able to look over cither of them . They 
define his world. The general impression 
is that Edm unds m eans well and would do 
well if his range of vision could be ex­ 
tended. Since he is likely to be Senator 
some years longer it would, perhaps, be 
worth while to take him on a W estern 
jau n t at public expense.

KNOCKED 0ÜT! 


Simply Asking for Fair Treat­ 
ment is Not “ Bribery,” 


O UR MR. DIERSSEN HAS BEEN VICIOUSLY 
libelled by the San Francisco Alta and the 
Sacramento Bee. Neither came to us to hear 
our side of the story. These are the facts: 
We secured the contract for supplying the 
Prison at San Quentin with butter, ham’s, bacon, 
etc., having defeated San Fraucis3o bidders, 
and thereby awakened a great deal of jealousy, 
not to use a stronger term. We have no margin 
on the contract, there not being 5:0profit iu it, 
but we were determ ined to show tnat Sacra­ 
mento m erchants can bid alongside the best of 
stores at San Francisco. We contracted with a 
Sacramento factory to furnish us ham s and 
bacon up to required standard. 
They were 
fum iskea, and we believed them to be up to 
contract. We received notice of the rejection 
of the hams and bacon as not up to contract. 
Under it anv goods not up to standard can be 
rejected, ana good’ bought to supply the defi­ 
ciency are chargeable to us. The weather being 
warm for shipments from here of butter, we 
ordered of U. E. W hitney <!k Co.. of San Fran­ 
cisco, to send to San Quentin butter to our order 
at a given price, Whitney & Co. having filled 
contracts for tlie prison we knew, knew what 
grade of butter was right to deliver. 
The 
butter 
was 
rejected. 
For 
the 
rejected 
goods of both classes the prison authorities, 
Captain Syme, we are informed, purchased oí 
W hitney & Co. other goods. On the 13th inst., 
Mr. Dierssen went to Han Quentin to examine 
the goods and ascertain what was the trouble. 
Warden Shirley received him courteously. He 
went to the storeroom and met Captain Syme for 
the first time in his life. Mr. Dierssen exam ined 
hams and bacon ou top of the packages and 
found specimens that were baa. He said to 
Captain Syme that his firm did not intend to 
furnish goods below the contract call. While 
samples shown were defective, he said that he 
was certain pot all the meat was bad; that he 
was sure there were good ham s lu the lot and 
lie hoped Captain Syme would exam ine and use 
all that was good and return the balance. The 
butter he dia not see: it had been returned to 
Whitney 
Co. Mr. Dierssen said he wanted 
only a square deal. 
At the close, in the 
most natural and conventional manner. Mr. 
Dierssen said, “ Let’s go and have the cigars,” 
as the treat was apparently on him. The cigars 
arc sold between the gates; aa_ outsider cannot 
go in except by permission. Knowing this Mr. 
Dierssen drew’ a coin from his pocket, which 
proved to be a twenty dollar piece, and handed 
it to Syme that he might procure the cigars and 
return the change. Syme stood with his hands 
at his side, partly in his vest pockets. As the 
two walked toward the gate where the cigars 
arc kept. Syme stopped at the Warden’s office, 
and declared with an oath and foul language, 
that Mr. Dierssen tried to bribe him, and showed 
the coin, aud then assaulted Mr. Dierssen, or. as 
the Alta says, “ knocked him out.*’ Mr. Dierssen 
was not knocked out; lie was not ordered from 
the grounds by Warden Shirley, as stated in the 
Alla and Ike. On the contrary he remained at 
the ofiice for about an hour, settled no his busi­ 
ness with the Warden, paid the difference on 
the rejected goods, less than S5 all told, out of 
the same twenty dollar piece, having 110 lesser 
coin. During the whole time Warden Shirley 
treated Mr. Dierssen kindly, shook him by the 
hand 011 departure and bade him good-by 
kindly. Mr. Dierssen is well known I11 Sacra­ 
mento. The idea that he would attem pt to 
oribe anyone is absurd. There is not S'20 profit 
in the whole contract. Our firm is seeking to 
build up and is building up abroad business. It 
asks nothing but fairness and justice.» Mr Diers­ 
sen asked nothing but a fair deal of the storekeep­ 
er. aud even he does not say that anything was 
said to him that was not proper. Character is 
not to be lightly destroyed at the instance of 
old line San Francisco competitors in bidding 
against Sacramento houses, so m any of the 
former having “ got left” in the recent contest 
lor contracts.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e Supervisors D eclin e to A ppropriate. 
T he Board of Supervisors ¡net in special 
«session nt 10 a . m . yesterday, to act upon 
the application for an appropriation frcm 
the county to assist in defraying the ex­ 
pense of the reception to be tendered the 
m em bers of the Grand A rm y of the lie- 
public, who may visit the city on ‘‘ Sucra- 
m ento Day ” next m onth. All the m em ­ 
bers were present. A petition, signed by a 
large num ber ot residents of the city and 
county, urging the Board to m ake an ap­ 
propriation, was presented; also, a rem on­ 
strance against the 
appropriation, with 
tewer nam es than the document favoring it. 
District Attorney Buckley appeared before 
the Board, and gave his opinion in effect 
th at th e Supervisors 
had discretionary 
power to m ake 3uch an appropriation. 
He 
concurred in the views given on the sub­ 
ject recently by Judge A rm strong and K. 
O. Cravens. 
It. S. Carey, K. Comstock and I*. H . 
M urphy addressed the Board in opposition 
to the granting of the appropriation, Capt. 
K. D. Shirlund and J. O. Coleman unged its 
being made, and Messrs. H ull and Greer 
opposed the proposition. 
Supervisor Steinm an referred to the ad­ 
visability of the county assisting the Citi­ 
zens’ Committee in m aking the reception 
to the veteran defenders of their country a 
creditable one, and moved that the Board 
appropriate $1,500 for the purpose, th e com ­ 
m ittee to account for the m oney’s use by 
the presentation 
of 
accounts properly 
i;emized. 
Mr. M cMullen raised a point of order 
that, as the m atter had a ta previous m eet­ 
ing been referred to the Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee, and that com m ittee liad not yet re­ 
ported upon it, the m otion of Mr. Stein- 
m an was prem ature. 
The Chair ruled the point of order well 
taken. 
Mr. McMullen stated that the Judiciary 
Com m ittee w ould be ready to report at 
1 p. St., and the Board adjourned until that 
hour. 
On reassem bling, m ajority and m inority 
reports from 
the Judiciary Committee 
were received. 
The former, signed by 
Messrs. 
Bates 
and 
McMullen, 
stated: 
“ After a careful exam ination, we fail to 
find any legal law th at would justify us in 
m aking such appropriation." T hem iuority 
report, from Mr. Jackson, stated his opin­ 
ion that, in accordance w ith the opinion of 
th e 
D istrict Attorney, 
the Board had 
i authority to m ake the appropriation, and 
as he thought the m oney would be ex­ 
pended in a m anner th at would he a per­ 
m anent benefit to the county, he believed 
in m aking an appropriation in the sum of 
$1,500. 
Mr. McMullen m oved the adoption o 
the m ajority report, and the motion prc-f 
vailed, 
Messrs. 
Bates, 
McMullen and 
Fassett voting in 
the affirmative, and 
Messrs. Jackson and Steintuan in the nega­ 
tive. 
Mr. Steinm an then renewed his motion 
for an appropriation of $1,500, but it was 
voted down by the sam e vote that the m a­ 
jo rity vote was adopted by. 
J. O. Coleman rem arked that he had no 
doubt the m em bers of the Board had acted 
in the m atter as they thought right, but, as 
it w ould now be necessary to raise the 
m oney by private subscription, and as all 
the m em bers of the Board had expressed a 
desire th at the reception of the Grand 
A rm y visitors should be creditable, he 
would suggest th at the Supervisors head 
a list of contributors. 
His persuasiveness 
was a success, Messrs. Steinm an and Bates 
subscribing $20 each, and Messrs. Jackson, 
McMullen and Fassett $10 each. County 
Clerk H am ilton put hisnam edow n for $10, 
and County Treasurer K uchler added his 
for a like sum . and w ithin five m inutes 
$110 had been subscribed. 
In this connec­ 
tion it m ay be rem arked that m any of 
those who signed the remonstrance, having 
expressed a willingness to subscribe more 
than w hat their proportion of taxes would 
am ount to, will now have an opportunity 
of show ing their carnestuess in the m atter, 
and should not wait to be called upon. 
U sually upon such occasions a few ener­ 
getic and public-spirited citizens are left to 
bear the burden, and too often those who 
will derive the most benefits wait to be 
«■ailed upon, and even im portuned to <lo 
w hat they know to be their duty. 
In the 
m atter of the reception to the G. A. K., an 
opportunity is offered every m em ber of 
this com m unity to do som ething. 
Let 
each and every one do their part, so that 
the reception and stay of the ex-soldier 
guests m ay he made as pleasant and profit­ 
able as possible. 


G lam lered H orses. 
An item published in the R ecord-Union 
a few days ago, to the effect that horses af­ 
flicted w ith glanders cam e to the city every 
m orning, hanling vegetables to the early 
m arket, attracted the attention of Dr. Cut­ 
ler, appointed some m onths ago by the 
Supervisors to inspect horses atllieted with 
th at disease, and yesterday m orning, be­ 
tween 4 and 5 o’clock, lie visited the m ar­ 
ket at T hird and J streets, and found that 
the K ecoRD-Ujttox’s inform ation on the 
subject was correct. Both horses of a team 
owned by a Chinam an who has a ranch 
below the city were found to be badly 
atHicted, and som e other horses had the 
disease in its earlier stages. 
H e had the 
C hinam an drive to the station-house, and 
H ealth Officer A tkinson was sum m oned 
and soon responded. 
It was decided that 
both horses ought to be killed—one, that 
was very far gone, should certainly be 
killed at once. Local officer Carter Jackson 
was instructed to go to the C hinam an’s 
ranch and attend to the m atter, aud pro­ 
ceeded to do so. 
The horse that was suffer­ 
ing m ost wa3 shot and buried ; 
the other 
survives until the Celestial lias a chance to 
renlace his team.

Y esterday afternoon, about J o'clock, 
just as the San Francisco steam er was 
about to leave the foot of K street, Patrick 
Kicrnan, som etim es called Patrick Sulli­ 
van, one of the deck hands, but who was a 
new employe, suddenly fell down uncon­ 
scious, either from a sunstroke or heat­ 
stroke.

CLOSE OF THE TEBM. 


T h e School o f D esign Closes w ith f e s ­ 
tivity. 
A year ago the California Museum Asso­ 
ciation, in charge of the E. B. Crocker A rt 
Gallery belonging to the city, entered upon 
consideration of the subject of a School of 
Desigu for Sacramento. It was a serious 
m atter. 
Failure involved so m uch that 
no entry could he m ade upon the scheme 
w ithout fully taking all the possibilities 
into consideration. The Association had 
tht' finest art study-room in the world— 
nothing better anyw here, none w ith such 
charm ing and inspiring environm ent. I he 
question was. Could pupils enough he se­ 
cured, and did the San Francisco school 
till the hill for the whole State'.’ After 
long 
study and m uch groping in the 
dark, and seeking for light, the resolve was 
m ade to try the experiment. 
For the As­ 
sociation was convinced that there is no 
vocation in life in which knowledge gamed 
in a School of Design is not of great value. 
So impressed was it with the practical 
value o f the study to young men in m e­ 
chanical trades that a night school to ac­ 
comm odate them was part of the plan. 
H appily good friends donated the $1,000 
needeil" to procure aisls aud fit up the 
luxurious art room, and January 4th the 
school opened, w ith W. F. Jackson and 0. 
J. Carlson, two thoroughly competent in ­ 
structors, in charge. 
It began w ith 21 
pupils—five in the night class. At the 
close of the week it had nine in the 
night class, 10 in the Saturday class, 
aud 22 in 
the 
day 
class. 
By 
the 
close 
of 
the 
first 
fortnight 
the 
total ran up to seventy-eight pupils. 
The 
first session lasted three m onths. 
The 
second session of three m onths closed yes­ 
terday and the classes are dismissed until 
October 1st, while the teachers go into the 
field and studio to advance themselves by 
practice and study. As m any of the three 
classes as could get together at one tim e 
yesterday afternoon assembled in the new 
and handsom e lecture-room of the build­ 
ing with their friends, and wound up the 
school w ith a delightful social party. 
It 
was intended to be, and was a sincere testi­ 
m onial on tiie part of the classes of their 
complete satisfaction wilh (he school. 
Ice­ 
cream and cakes were served, m usic fur­ 
nished, anil those who chose danced, while 
all entereil into the spirit of the "w in d ­ 
u p ” 
w ith 
great 
enthusiasm . 
The 
work 
of 
the 
pupils 
in 
the 
six 
m onths' is 
pronounced 
by 
competent 
authority to be rem arkably good, ami the 
progress m ade som ething altogether un- 
prcedented. During the vacation a com­ 
mittee of citizens, members of th s Associa­ 
tion. are to arrange for three m edals—gold, 
silver and bronze—to be awarded at the 
close of the first year. The medals will 
bear the nam e of those who present them , 
and will stanil for superiority in various 
branches of study. 
Out-door sketching 
has been much of the study for the last 
three m onths, and will form still more of 
it in October and following. 
A portion of 
the work of the pupils will probably be ex­ 
hibited at the State Fair in Septem ber, and 
in December the annual exhibition of all 
the work of the classes will take place. 
The Association has not m ade the income 
m eet the outgo yet, but hope to do so by 
the close of the year. 
It entered on the 
work, perfectly understanding that a short­ 
age the first year was to be expected. 
It 
has succeeded beyond its expectation in 
m aking the deficiency so sm all to date.
